As We See It: 


The City Council’s Aims 
Should Be Kept in Mind 


The city council and the city planning commission 
have been putting in considerable time working on modi- 
fications of the city’s apartment house zoning standards of 
late. 

The most encouraging thing about it seems to be that 
they want more space around multiple dwellings; they 
want two-car garages and they want to retain the city’s 
35-foot height limit on buildings. 

Councilmen themselves spelled out the reason for 
this: Menlo Park is, they agreed, an essentially single- 
family residential community and they want to keep it that 


way. 

“ It is well that this be understood not only by workers 
in city government and the people at large but by builders 
and by prospective land speculators as well. 

Efforts have been made — and will continue to be 

made —to initiate construction of “high rise” apartments 
within the city limits. 
} If the present city council feels it has the backing of 
the city’s single-family home owners, they'll probably hold 
the line against these pressures. But if their efforts are 
greeted by indifference instead of approval, changes in 
the city’s character can be expected to come about more 
rapidly. 

On the other hand, rising taxes and the rising costs of 
purchasing and maintaining a home are playing a part. 
It may be that these rising costs will in time erode the 
sentiments of proud and happy home-owners, too. 

By the time this happens, though, it is to be hoped 
that building standards will have advanced to the point 
where construction of tight, closed-packed “rabbit warren” 
type apartments won't be conceivable. 

About that time, the speculators who would build 
*high rise” apartments may be more welcome than they 
appear to be today.

Municipal! Report: 


Buildings Can ‘Dafe a Town 
—And Tell Importance of Jobs 


Most towns can be “dated” 
as to era of origin, by the 
architecture of the homes and 


business-houses which they 
contain. 

There are only a few streets 
left in Menlo Park where 


houses of 19th century archi- 
tecture still remain, and these 
are mostly of the inconspicu- 
ous variety which show them 
to have been the dwellings of 
working men. 

There are also a couple of ho- 
tels and the old Southern Pa- 
cific depot, which between 
them speak of a day gone by. 


Other towns are richer, 
when it comes io having 
architecture which can be 
“read.” Not only can one 
date construction, but one 


can also tell the relative im- 
portance in which a given 
building was held, in the 
estimation of its builders. 
Take, for instance, banks. 

Menlo Park’s three banks 
are handsomely housed and 
only one of them is in a build- 
ing constructed by a specula- 
tive owner; the other two 
were built for the purpose 
they now serve. 

3ut even the two structures 
built as banks don't look any- 
thing like the type of struc- 
tures constructed ofr that pur- 
pose during the Coolidge ad- 
ministration, or before. Gone 
are the pillars, the cast-stone 
eagles and the _ bric-a-brac 
which used to make the bank

in town. 

Of course, bankers in those 
days thought of themselves as 
the most important people in 
town, too. And they managed 
to convince a goodly share of 
the populace that this was 
true, too. 

“City Hall,” back in the 
days before Worid War I, 
was considered a pretty im- 
portant place toc. Compare 
the rococeo of San Francis- 
co’s post-earthquake munici- 
pal headquarters with those 
which have been construct- 
ed since — Palo Alto’s for 
instance. 

The importance in which 
the public holds city govern- 
ment in Menlo Park might or 
might not be indicated by the 
fact that it is relegated to 
“temporary” buildings con- 
structed as World War II hos- 
pital units 

Only today, after 12 years 
of occupancy, is the police de- 
partment going to be able to 
get out of its present cracker- 
box and the date in the future 
when other city offices will be 
allocated permanent quarters 
is anybody’s guess. 

It might be pointed out, 
too, that the police station and 
library indicate by their archi- 
tecture a trend away from 
ostentatious ornamentation. 

They also indicate a trend 
toward what’s now called 
“functionalism,’ — that is, 
they look like buildings de- 

signed to do a specific job 
of work, with a minimum 
of wasted space. 

Architecturally, of course, 
they fit in with the post-war 
scheme of residential building 
design. 

Most of the homes in Menlo 
Park are of the variety de- 
scribed an “ranch style” by 
those kindly disposed toward 
them and as “California Cape 
Cod Rambler” by critics who 
like to say that the post-war 
construction industry hasn't 
really turned out much that’s 
original in the way of floor 
plan or innovation. 

Schools are another type of 
structure which has changed 
through the years. 

The newly-occupied Laurel 
school is designed to look like 
a group of cottages in a resi- 
dential setting, and that it 
does. 

Compare it to the old Cen- 
tral schooi, which was built 
in 1913, and which boasted a 
completely vestigial bell tower, 
porches, floors above grade, 
and a whole host of wasteful 
gimcracks. 


The bell tower stayed 
with us, apparently, until 
the 1920’s. Both Sequoia 


High School and Palo Alto 
High School had them, 
though never a note was 
rung in either of them. 

While public buildings and 
private homes seem to be get- 
ting more austere, there’s at 
least one type of building that 
seems to be getting more spa- 
cious. That's the filling sta- 
tion and garage. 

Years ago, when automotive 
machinery wasn’t so precise, a 
mechanic had fewer reserva- 
tions about working in poor 
light and in the dirt left as 


residue from countless ma- 
chines through the years. 
This doesn’t seem popular 


any more and service stations 
and garages, though still func- 
tional, are getting bigger and 
better.

A wise move, in spite of the 
fact that the developers are 
sons of the board chairman and 
he is not connected with the 
corporation. 

That has been the main cri- 
ticism of Callan’s service on 
the board — openly, that is. 
Too many people feel he owns 
too much land and too fre- 
quently has to disqualify him- 
self from taking action as a su- 
pervisor because of his proper- 
ties being involved. \ 

That situation often hap- 
pens, but it also is true that 
Callan has a lot of responsi- 
bility to see that taxes are 
kept as low as possible. He 

probably owns more parcels 

of land than any other pro- 
perty owner although he 
does not pay the most taxes. 

This “honor” falls to PG&E, 

Pacific Telephone, SP and 

the like. 

Callan lost the top vote get- 
ting spot in the primary elec- 
tion, but we don’t feel that it 
was for any thought of conflict 
of interest in supervisor ac- 
tions. 

He lost much support among 
the county employees by fight- 
ing salary increases. 

We wonder whether this will 
have any effect on the Novem- 
ber voting as the pay hikes are 
now in effect and everyone 
seems happy. Callan knew at 
the time he was making politi- 
cal enemies when he opposed 
the one-step pay hike, but fi- 

nally went along in asking for 
a new Civil Service survey. 

Of course that study showed 
we were behind other govern- 
ment agencies and the increas- 


es were put into effect — but ‘ 


not retroactive, much to the 
anger of some of the employ- 
ees. 

With voting still six weeks 
away, it still looks like a toss- 
up. Callan knows his way 
around and, like his oppo- 
nent, James Fitzgerald, is 
not leaving a stone unturned 
to get new supporters. Cal- 
lan also announced that he 
would resign from the north 
county sanitary district board 
because of the connection 
that will occur when the de- 
velopers seek to join that dis- 
trict. 

If you are interested in 
where the money goes that 
makes up your county tax bill 
you will have your solution 
soon. The 1960-61 tax bills are 
due in the mails in the latter 
part of October and for. the 
first time they will show a com- 
plete breakdown. 

Previously county bills have 
shown only the rates that ef- 
fect the total a property owner 
must bay. Now they will show 
the actual amount that goes to 
the separate agencies. 

So much is allotted to coun- 
ty government, so much to 
schools, the amount for the city 
if the county is the collector, 
and so much to special dis- 
tricts. This breakdown will pro- 
bably come as a shock to many 
people who may have assumed 
that all the tax dollars were 
poured into the county treas- 
ury. The total (approximately 
60 per cent) that goes to the 
schools will surprise many. 
The special assessments are 
not a small item by any means 
which possibly could lead toi 
fewer demands for new serv- 
ices. 

Everything seems to be g0- 
ing along smoothly toward the 
adoption of a uniform county- 
wide sales tax program to go 
into effect January 1. 

County Manager E. R. Stal- 
lings has met with the may- 
ors’ representatives and 
while no agreement has been 
reached, a compromise that 
would give the county 10 per 
cent of collections seems to 
be meeting with smiles from 
all sides. Of course the may- 
ors do not have the full say 
on the matter and some coun- 
cilmen—particularly in San 

Mateo and Pacifica—are said 
to be holding out. 

But reports say only minor 
differences are blocking . the 
matter of the supervisors and 
the cities getting together. The’ 
two groups have set a joint 
meeting for early October and 
they hope to wrap up the dis- 
cussions at that time. The su- 
pervisors then would have to 
hold a public hearing and then 
wait 30 days for the ordinance 
to become effective. 

However, the state will not 
make collections until the start 
of a quarter, so the earliest the 
uniform 1 per cent sales tax 
could become effective would 
be January 1, Even at that both 
the county and the cities which 
have not had their own taxing 
program would have a one 
quarter windfall to add to the 
fiscal spending budgets. 

The tax has seemed inevita- 
ble for some time and we can 
only hope that the county and 
cities can make reductions in 
the property taxes to make up 
for the additional take out of 
the pockets of us all,
